Sites Selected for Potash Exploration FELIX WILCKES DIES 





Government Names Points in Texas for Drilling to be Done Under 
cent Bill—Contracts to be Negotiated With Land Owners 


(Special to CHEM‘CAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 19 — 
Bureau of Mines has been author- 
ized to choose any point within two 
miles of Mary Baker No. 1 Dis- 
covery oil well in’ the southeast 
quarter of the northeast quarter of 
Section 8, Groome Survey, Upton 
County, Tex., for potash explora- 
tion purposes. Another point select- 
ed is in the northwest corner of 
Section 4, William Teer Survey, 
Upton County, Tex., centering 
about the Dixie Hughes No. 1 oil 
well. 

Under the terms of the enabling 
act, approved June 25, 1926, which 
authorizes the expenditure of $100,- 
000 per annum during a period of 
five years for the purpose of potash 
exploration, the Bureau of Mines 
is required to negotiate contracts with 
all land owners and holders of min- 
eral rights within a radius of one 
mile of the point selected for drill- 
ing. The failure of any land own- 
er or holder of mineral rights to ac- 
cept the Government's terms would, 
herefore, block the drilling pro- 
gram in that particular area.

American Dyewood Co.’s | suit 
against F. E. Atteaux & Co., ot 
Boston in 1920 for $600,000, went 
on trial last week in the Federal 
court at Boston before Judge Low- 
ell and a jury.

The amount actually in- 
volved in the contract is understood 
to be about $200,000.

SUDDENLY AT 59 YEARS 
Felix Wilckes, president of Wil- 
ckes-Martin-Wilckes Co., New 
York, died very suddenly — early 
Monday morning of acute indiges 
tion at his home, 933 Park ave., 
New York. He was 59 years old. 
Mr. Wilckes was in his office on 
the Saturday previous to his death 
apparently in excellent health. 

Mr. Wilckes was the founder of 
Wilckes-Martin-Wilckes Co. about 
25 years ago, and was president ot 
the company since its inception. He 
was a man of varied interests, and 
was president of many other com 
panies, among which were Aphenia 
Steel Co., and J. Wilckes Co., with 
offices at 135 William st., New 
York. 

He was a member of Hudson 
River Country Club, Drug & Chem- 
ical Club, and Iron & Steel In- 
stitute. A widow and two daughters 
survive. Services were held at St. 
Joseph’s Church, FE. 87 st. New 
York, Wednesday, and burial took 
place at Sleepy Hollow.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 19—Pro- 
duction of acetate of lime in Aug- 
ust in the United States amounted 
to 11,519,606 pounds, shipments 13,- 
431,865 pounds. Stocks on hand 
at the end of the month totaled 18,- 
341,584 pounds according to the 
Department of Commerce. 

In Canada August production is 
not given, but shipments amounted 
to 729,628 pounds and stocks on 
hand at the end of the month were 
1,118,610 pounds. 

Methanol production in the Unit- 

States is given for August at 

55,023 gallons, shipments at 734,- 
32 gallons, compared with 497,971 
gallons in July, and 600,168 gallons 
in August, 1925. Stocks on hand at 
the end of the month were 722,698 
gallons.

Competition continues to be rife 
in the intermediate market.
